DRIVER DISCHARGED FROM 
CUSTODY. 


At an inquest in Buncrana on William 
Doherty, aged 35, of Meenamullagh, who 
was knocked down and killed by a British 
military Crossley tender going to Dunree 
Fort, Donegal, on Tuesday night, the jury 
returned a verdict that death wag due to 
fracture of the base of the skull. They were 
of opinion that the driver of the teder did 
his best to avoid the accident, and that it 
was due to insufficient lighting on the Oross- 
ley. They recommended the relatives of the 
deceased man to the consideration of the War 
Office. 

The driver of the tender, Thomas Henry 
Williams, was arrested by ‘Superintendent 
Galligan, Civic Guard, and brought before 
Mr. Thomas J. Walsh, District Justice, 
charged with manslaughter. 

The evidence was that the accused did 
everything possible to avoid an _ accident. 
There were no headlights on the Crossley. 

Major Hutchison, Officer Commanding Dun- 
ree, said that this was not the fault of the 
driver. He had given orders some time ago 
as to the speed of cars, and they were 
strictly carried out.

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GEMS AND JEWELS.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
; JUVENILE LECTURES, 

The last of a series of lectures adapted for 
a juvenile auditory, under the auspices of the 

loyal Dublin Society, was delivered yester- 
day at the Royal College of Surgeons by 
Professor H. J. Seymour, B.Sc., the subject 
being Gems and Jewels. 

Professor Seymour éxplained that gems ana 
jewels, commonly called precious stones, did 
yot constitnte a distinct class of crystal. What 
lid differentiate them from other crystals 
was the possession of a combination of certain 
physical properties in each and every precious 
stone, such as hardness to resist wear and 
tear, rarity to enhance their value, and colour 
and limpidity, as well as a high power or 
refracting and reflecting light to give them 
brillianey, Rarity was important, and if not 
a naturally oceurring phenomenon was brought 
about artificially, as im the case of the 
diamond, by conttolling the output, and so 
controlling the market price. 

A short account was given of synthetic 
cems, and was followed by a short account of 
the so-called “culture pearl' Reference 
was also made to the Irish pearl, a few 
samples of which were exhibited. 

With the aid of a lantern the reasons for 
the cutting of diamonds and other stones into 
vertain shapes was explaineg by the lecturer, 
who said thet the main object of cutting was 
to prevent light from passing through even 
a transparent stone, making it in effect re- 
trace its original path to the eye, and thus 
giving the characteristic brilliancy of the 
stone, 

, The South African diamond fields were de- 
wribed, and the methods of mining and con- 
entrating explained. A model of the famous 
Cullinan diamond was shown. Two stones 
had been cut from this diamond, one being 
by far.the largest jewel known, being almost 
five times heavier than the celebrated

characteristics of the ruby, sa ire, emerald, 
turquoise, and opal, particularly explaming 
the changes of colour in the letter stone, 
which have given it the reputation of being 
unlucky.

The Dublin Methodist Council met in the 
Parlour of the Centenary Church, St. Stephen’s 
Green, last evening. A discussion was 
initiated by Mr. James G. Douglas, Vice- 
Chairman of the Senate, on “The Place of 
the Church in National Life: with special 
reference to the new Irish Constitution.” He 
believed that a true need of Christianity 
included the taking of an interest in the 
matters of govetnment and politics, but it 
was not the business of the Church to 
formulate a political programme. Wht was 
required specially of it was to influence 
character and to purify ideals. The influence 
of Christian Pete les would be all the 
greater in Ireland if the various denomina- 
tions could look more towards the points on 
which they agreed than towards the points 
on which they differed. 

The Irish Free oe Sago enero be bin 
important, aspecta in whic ristian principles 
vee likely to be influenced. It "Whe the 
most democratic Constitution of all countries, 
with the possible exception of Germany; it 
provided the greatest safeguards for 
minorities, and it was likely to be leas under 
the domination of party systems than other 
constitutions and Governments. 

Mr. Douglas gave an interesting running 
commentary on the various sections of the 
Constitution, and urged that if the spirit 
which underlay it were to be upheld and 
> pure, the Christian people must let their 
influence be continually felt. Under wey ge 
tional representation their influence would be 
quite easily brought to bear on .great social 
and industrial questions.

A VISITOR'S IMPRESSIONS. 


TO THE EDIFOR OF T IRISH TIMES. 
SiR,—Ás an Ailean Fanann, I venture 


| to point out a few ideas which may be of 


some use to the people of Ireland, An out- 
sider visiting the homeland often sees things 
which those at home do not, and this is my 
excuse for writing to you with the kindliest 
intentions. id 

First of all, it appears to me that the 
standards of eiticiency are very low in almost 
all branches of effort and activity. The 

ople, as a whole, seem to be without 
nowledge of the progress that the world has 
made in other parts, and are satisfied with 
a comparison of present conditions with what 
things used to in Ireland, Ireland is a 
nation and ns have high standards and 
pride of accomplishment in all lines of effort ; 
and everyone should be made to appreciate 
that what can be done elsewhere can surely 
be done in Ireland under proper guidance and 
united effort. . 

Let me give conerete examples of com- 
parative achievement according to last years 
Government figures. Ireland, as compared 
with Denmark on a basis of population, 
should look for an annual total export of 
bacon, butter, and eggs amounting to over 
£47,000,000. The success of Government 
standardisation and grading in New Zealand 
in dairy produce is well proved by the fact 
that the exports in butter and cheese have 
increased over ten times in less than twent 
years. Last year the marketing of their 
export surplus of these products, amounting 
to over 126,000 tons, was made easy owin 
to the Government @fandard grading, ass 
weer and careful uniform packing of these 
goods. 

The scope. íor expansion and development 
of the tourist. trade is enormous, and, com- 
pared with Canada’s last year’s figures on a 
population basis, Ireland may expect to work 
up a rly revenue of at | £22,000,000 ; 
but care must be taken to build up the busi- 
heas on the sure foundation of giving value 
and satisfaction to prospective visitors. Many 
hundreds of thousands will visit England this 
—— overseas on account of the Great 

pire Exhibition, and Ireland should get 
her share; but before encouraging visitors it 
would be well to institute a voluntary 
‘* Clean-up Week ”’ in all parts of the country, 
when everyone should do his bit to improve

Is it right that he should assume that 
the son of Drogheda who were put to 
the sword by Cromwell were all Irish? 
The probability is that a portion of those 
troops, like their commander and other 
officers, were English and Royalist. Again, 
on page 365, Are 0H i King, of Dublin, 
is erroneously included among the Irish 
Primates. It is surely an over-statement 
to say that in 1920 there was an organised 
attack on Roman Catholics in Belfast 
“ which left ten thousand Belfast Catholics 
homeless and resourceless.’’ No statistics 
are available, and in their absence it is a 
mistake for the author to accept a figure 
which trustworthy Belfast opinion regards 
as grossly exaggerated. 

We notice that the term “ Dissenter”’ is 
sometimes printed with the small “d.”’ 
The capital letter always should be used. 
Moreover. it is very doubtful if this term 
can be applied FE to Irish Presby- 
terians, Historically and by gn 4 
usage it is applicable to certain Engli 
Nonconformists. The term has no mean- 
ing in Scotland or in Ulster, and never 
had. Whether there was “a natural 
tendency to Republicanism among Presby- 
terians’’ in the latter part of the 
eighteenth century, as the author assumes, 
is doubtful. It may be admitted that 
there was then considerable wba rer | with 
republican ideals, but this was mainly due 
to the sense of injustice under which 
Presbyterians in Ulster laboured. Scottish 
Presbyterians and their co-religionists in 
Ulster generally have been well disposed 
towards monarchy as a form of govern- 
ment, though they have always opposed 
the divine right principle and every form 
of autocracy. _Referring to.the rebellion 
of Easter week, 1916, Mr. Gwynn says 
that “a great part of Dublin was destroyed 
by fire” A part of Sackville street and 
some streets adjacent is not “a great part 
of Dublin,” A loose statement like this 
should be modified in subsequent editions. 

In the concluding paragraphs of the 
book Mr. Gwynn touches very briefly on 
the forces which brought about what he 
calls Ireland’s victory. Among these he 
does not include the reaction of the world 
situation or the conversion of the English 
people to sympathy with, the Irish rights 
and claims. It is a sérious omission. We 
may. agree that “national solidarity gave 
the victory to Ireland and brought into 
being the Irish Free State’’; but that is 
not the whole truth. The victory which 
Ireland achieved was not in any real sense 
military. England’s power by land and 
sea was never greater than when the 
Treaty was signed. No doubt, Ireland’s 
military effort, stained though it was by 
dreadful deeds, contributed to_England’s 
change of front, but the real cause of that 
change is to.be sought in the moral 
region. The English had been converted 
to the view that the Irish had equal rights 
to full nationhood with themselves, and 
with characteristic thoroughness they pro- 
ceeded to astonish the world by the con- 
cession of virtually everything that was 
claimed. i 

A true reading of early Irish history 
shows that Ireland never was a Gaelic 
State, though it was a Gaelic country, and 
that its legendary glories have little sub- 
stratum of fact. Moreover, its civilisation, 
in its materia] aspect, till the coming of 
the Danes, and especially the Normans, 
was considerably behind that of other 
European countries. Whether the nation 
as a whole was ever properly Christianised 
is doubtful in view of the fact that Irish 
chieftains were themselves among the worst 
spoliators of monasteries and churches. 

Again, the view that the»Normans and 
English were guilty of peculiar wickedness 
in regard to Ireland must. be discounted 


| by the fact that all the world down to 


comparatively recent times regarded con- 
quest and exploitation of a weak people 
by one stronger as natural and justifiable. 
Oppression, intolerance, unfaith and ruth- 
less taking of life were as common among 
Spaniards and Frenchmen and native Irish 
as among the Efiglish. The spirit of the 
age was cruel, and the English were no 
worse than others in the times of the 
Tudors.. It is a merit in our recent 
historians that they recognise these things 
and refuse to judge men of a remoter age 
by the ethical standards of to-day. This 
restraint of judgment, and the search for 
truth of fect, some sense also of the 
infinite complexity of human things, and a 
feeling that the movements of men have 
an inscrutable element of destiny in them, 
characterise the work of our historians of 
to-day.

officially and unofficially. He had 
attended Russian, German, Austrian and 
Saxon manceuvres, He had seen part of 
the Balkan War. He had talked with the 
Tsar and with the Kaiser, and his gift of 
languages had stood him in good stead. 
Since the war he has been in such parts 
of Europe as it is reasonably possible to 
enter without incurring suspicion, and he 
has had conversations with German and 
Austrian generals whom he had. known in 
more peaceful days. His opinions are, 
therefore, based on first-hand knowledge, 
not on newspaper reports or on letters. 
Hé sees, thinks and draws his own con- 
clusions regarding the present state of 
Europe. 

What does he find? He finds England 
virtually friendless on the Continent. 
Russia, to which she was so much drawn 
formerly by ties of self-interest, royal 
kinship, and the sympathy of culture, re- 
gards herself as deserted by England 
after the Dardanelles, and again betrayed 
in 1919 when the Allies egged on Denikin 
and Koltchak against the Reds and then 
left them alone. It. matters. not whether 
England's desertion was of those opposed 
to the Bolsheviks—the latter can utilise it 
as propaganda either way. Then what 
are Germany's feelings? She sees Eng- 
land conniving at the exploitation of the 
Ruhr, and as a result Germany is being 
slowly forced to lé&k East—to the Soviet. 
But in General Hamilton's view there is 
one hope of salvation here. “Unless we 
waken up quickly to living facts, as, for 
instance, that, thanks mainly to our little 
Army of the Rhine, we have more friends 
in Germany alone than in all France, Italy 
and Belgium lumped together—unless we 
realise ,these facts and act upon them 
quickly, we are done.’’ As for Italy, she 
is friends with anyone only so far as self- 
interest weighs. The Bulgarians, like the 
Japanese, have little sentiment to spare 
for any outside their own boundaries. 
Yugo-Slavia, Czecho-Slovakia, Latvia and 
Lithuania are the unfortunate creations 
either of Versailles diplomacy or of Mr. 
Wilson’s fahatica] “ self-determination”’ 
idea. 

This soldier can see only one solution. 
It is that England shall break free from 
the veritable nightmare with which, in his 
opinion, France is investing Europe. He 
honours and .respects France and her 
solaiers, but he cannot see why England 
should always allow herself to be the cats- 
paw of her policy. Much of France’s war- 
time strategy he regards as faulty. M. 
Poincaré he considers to be a cynic where 
England is concerned. To break with 

rance—that is the negative. solution. 
The positive solution is to organise the 
League of Nations as something real, not 
under the domination of French militarsm, 
and to this end the author hopes that the 
British Legion can largely contribute. 

We do not for a moment imagine that 
everyone will subscribe to the opinions 
uttered in this book, but they are 
courageous ideas and, in spite of their 
decisiveness, not embittered... There is 
vision in this writer who can carve some- 
thing understandable from the welter of 
to-day’s European politics. General 
Hamilton always did possess vision. His 
notes on the character of the Tsar and his 
entourage in the year 1909 are well-nigh 
prophetic ; for there is a sense of impend- 
ing tragedy. “For a second time, Pro- 
vidence has clothed a being possessing the 
heart of Marcus Aurelius in the Imperial 
Purple.’’ There is one main impression 
that the whole of this book gives, both 
the pre-war and post-war portions— 
namely, that, if the world of a.ms gained 
much in attracting Sir Ian Hamilton, the 
world of honest diplomacy lost ee

THE PEACOCK. THRONE. 


Major Powell's easy pen, discerning 
observation and the numerous illustra- 
tions of this book convey much of the 
glamour and romance that wait on all 
travels in the East. In the crossing of 
Western Asia froni the Mediterranean to 
the Caspian Sea, through Syria, Arabia, 
Mesopotamia and Persia, the prospect of 
being carried off by desert raiders and the 
promise of rescue by British bombing 
planes were a lure rather than a deterrent 
to the adventurers. The party duly ex- 
perienced a “hold-up “ in the desert, The 
Bedouins who surrounded them were as 
hostile and menacing as thé boldest thrill- 
hunter could desire; but Major Powell felt 
equal to the occasion and produced 
his credentials as a trump card. They 
showed forth, to the Sheik and all others, 
that not only was this an American party 
but one to be treated with the official 
respect due to America itself, There was 
a moment’s colloquy. Then, “He say, 
sahib,”’ the interpreter replied, “he not 
know nothin’ "bont Ametika.

owell's wit found a credential more 
powerful than the Stars and Stripes—a 
tin of pineapple, Knowing the Arab’s 
love for European foods—knowing, too, 

at his hope lay in meeting insolence with 
insolence—he opened the tin and began 
what might have proved to be his last 
meal on earth. A sthile crept slowly over 
the forbidding face of the Sheik, and, 
clapping his hands to his negro slaves, he 
ordered a native feast to be spread. Upon 
this the captives fell with simulated gusto 
until, when coffee appeared, they knew 
that all was well: for the Bedouin does 
not drink save with friends...

The letters were written both from 
Carlyle’s ancestral home in Dumfries- 
shire and from his London house at 
Chelsea, and are of great interest, inas- 
much as they were written at the time 
when the “French Revolution ' was bein 
composed. Mill both from London an 
Paris despatches to his friend quantities 
of books, maps and so forth, which formed 
the basis on which that wonderful work 
was wrought. There was an element of 
tragedy in the friendship. We have here 
the noble and brave-hearted letter which 
Carlyle wrote to Mill after the manu- 
script of the first volume had been burned 
accidentally in Mill's house. It took 
Carlylé about nine months to re-write the 
volume, and he was a comparatively poor 
man, who could ill afford to wait for his 
daily bread. An interesting fact is dis- 
closed in one of the letters—that Emerson 
(it was in the year rig a iloted an 
American edition through t Picea, and 
the first royalty received from it reached 
Carlyle before he had got a penny from 
his English publishers. 

Carlyle is‘looked upon as a gruff, un- 
feeling kind of man. These letters show 
him in a different guise. The Rev. John 
Sterling, a t and a littérateur, to whom 
some are addressed, on his deathbed wrote 
some verses to Carlyle which are as great 
an honour to Carlyle as is the latter's last 
epistle to his friend. He was not easily 
moved. The sentimentality of Dickens 
and Thackeray failed entirely to. touch 
him. Shelley is “a poor, thin, spas- 
modic, hectic, shrill and pallid being.’’ 
Yet this hard Scotsman is touched always 
with the wild beauty of his countryside. 
The glimpses that we get of the Solway 
Firth, the hills of Galloway and Cumber- 
land, the song of the burns, or the gnarled 
ash “rustling itself softly against the 
great twilight in the North’’—they dis- 
close a side of Carlyle that we would 
almost look for in vain elsewhere. The 
Letters throughout ring genuine.

IGNATIUS LOYOLA. 
When Ignatius Loyola began his labours 


the spirit of inquiry from which sprang’ 


the Renaissance had grown into a form of 
intellectual curiosity. He beheld in his 
day the magnificence of the basilicas, 
sumptuous with recent gifts, the palaces 
and rich houses dedicated to pleasure. He 
saw the great. prelates with their troops of 
servants, their banqueting, their ostenta- 
tion, their hunting and hawking. Yet he 
spoke no word of criticism of luxury. In 
his view the exaltation of learning, of 
literature and art, of the world and ways 
of Greece and Rome, of human life oh 
earth in and for itself, depreciated the 
Christian religion and the Church of 
Rome, both directly and indirectly. For 
him thé Lutheran movement had rent the 
seamless garment of Christ, but the subtle 
spirit of the Renaissance was poisoning the 
wells of Christian revelation, The new 
evangelist made it his purpose to fit him- 
self to be the leader of a little hand of 
men who should devote themselves, body 
and soul, to combating the pagan spirit of 
intellectual freedom by teaching and 
Ener the traditional dogmas of the 
oman Catholic Church. 

This is the view which is taken of the 
life's work of this remarkable ascetic by 
his latest biographer, Mr, Sedgwick, an 
American Prctestant, who has given us 
what may well become, for British readers, 
an authoritative account of the first Jesuit 
General. Many readers wili learn for the 
first time in these pages that Ifigo visited 
London in 1532. The report made by the 
Fathers, Broét and Salmeréin, on the state 
of Ireland in 1542 is givén in ertenso. 
The great Gaelic chiefs had just made their 
submission. to the Crown. Some of them 
the Fathers met—Maculin (McQuillan) 
and Ochan (O’Cahain), “ Their hatred of 
one another is rooted in the long past ;

It will 
avoid that danger if it decides now to 
make a thorough revision of its plans and 
to consult all the interests, Irish and 
English, whose co-operation is essential to 
any sound settlement of the railway 
problem.

High Prices. 


President Cosgrave’s statement in Dail 
Eireann yesterday on the cost of living 
was satisfactory so far as it went, but it 
did not go far enough. The discussion arose 
over the price of portef and stout, and the 
President announced that the Government 
was prepared to consider the feasibility of 
helping the consumer to obtain general 
supplies at a more reasonable price than 
that which he is being forced to pay at 
present. He suggested, however, that the 
consumers should help themselves in the 
first instance, and made his offer appa- 
rently conditional upon their exercise of 
greater discrimination in buying. “If,” 
he said, “the public is prepared to take 
trouble in the matter of ‘making pur- 
chases, the Government will consider the 
feasibility of assisting it by requesting 
every retailer of essential commodities to 
exhibit a list of his ‘current prices.” This 
promise is extremely vague. How can the 
Government determine whether or not the 
public is “taking trouble” in regard to 
its purchases ; and at what moment will it 
decide to approach the retailers? Further- 
more, a “request” is hardly likely to 
produce the necessary results. Lists of 
prices, undoubtedly, would. help the 
public considerably; but until their 
exhibition becomes compulsory, as it was 
under the old system of contro] during 
the war, little progress will be made. 
The Government, in-our opinion, ought to 
go much farther. There is no doubt that 
the high cost of living in the Free State 
has been a potent source of evil in the 
past, and is likely to give rise to further 
trouble in the future unless it is 
reduced. Dublin is one of the most 
expensive cities in the British Isles ; 
and, despite various efforts which 
have been made from time to time 
to secure improvement, the condition of 
affairs ig almost as bad now as it was two 
or three years ago. Public opinion in the 
Free State is suffering still from the 
effects of a long period of paralysis, and 
it will not recover its full virility until it 
gets a proper lead. That lead should 
come from the Government, which  pos- 
sesses the confidence of the ‘people and is 
in a.position to-day to enforce its decrees. 
The cost of living cannot be reduced by 
pious expressions of opinion, or even by 
conditional promises of - official support. 
We admit that the last commission which 
was established to report on the problem 
of “ profiteering '” was a fiasco; but there 
is no reason why a commission with really 
drastic powers should not be appointed. 
The first essential is that witnesses should 
be compelled to attend and give evidence 
on oath, The commission ought to have 
full access to the hooks of both whole- 
salers and retailers, and in this way it 
could establish the facts of the situation 
beyond a doubt. The “primary cause of 
the abnormally high prices in the Free 
State, of course, is wages; but they are 
not the only cause. In many cases profits, 
undoubtedly, are too high, with the result 
that the ordinary man in the street pis: 
clined to attribute everything to the g 
of the shopkeepers. In their own interests, 
as well as in the imterests of the com- 
munity at large. the members of the retail 
trades ouglit to welcome a thorough in- 
vestigation of the problem ; but, whether 
they welcome it or not, it is essential to 
the continued welfare of the Free State.

‘Humanity Dick”’—Richard 
Martin; M.P., of Connemara, who was one 
of thé pioneers of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty ‘to Animals, The 
duel was a bad institution, but when 
Martin, in defence of the dumb crea- 
tion, challenged a man to fight, he 
made it the means of a magnificent 
gesture. The Irish people. have been 
accused by innumerable observers, native 
and foreign, of callousness towards animal 
suffering; but in Martin Ireland may 
claim one of the greatest champions of the 
animal creation whom the world has seen. 
It is distressing to find that, just a hundred 
years since Martin's efforts secured the 
passing of the first Act for the protection 
of animals, the Society with which his 
name is associated has to announce that 
it is piteously short-handed in the Free 
State area. During the disturbed years 
branches of the Society in the South of 
Ireland were put .out of action by the 
departure of patrons and workers and the 
suspension of courts; and at present the 
Dublin Society, with only two inspectors, 
though four are needed for its own area 
of Dublin and suburbs, is carrying on the 
work of mercy throughout the Free State. 
The Civic Guard is assisting the Society 
with the same ready helpfulness that was 
constantly manifested by the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, and we hope that General 
O'Duffy's efforts will rid the Irish name 
of the charge of indifference to those dumb 
subject races whose lives are so utterly at 
the mercy of humankind. He who would 
have friends must show himself friendly, 
says the adage, and gentleness towards 
their dumb servants would render our 
people more deserving of happiness.

ministration the legitimate fears of the Town- 
ships may be removed. 

(3)—Certain outstanding commen services 
(such as drainage, transport,» and electricity 
supply) should be admigistered by a common 
authority without further delay. 

_(4)—The body to be made responsible for 
linking up these essential services should alse 
be responsible for co-ordinating the local 
plans and operations of the Port and Docks 
Board, Government Departments (stich as 
the Board of Works and Post. Office) and 
those of the Corporation and Townships: 

(5}—The control of this transition period 
should be undertaken by the Government 
through the agency of a temporary State 
Commission. ' 

(6y— This State Commission should also con- 
sult with local bodies as to the unification of 
other branches, such as fire brigade and 
ambulance services, and generally should pre- 
pare the ground for later complete amalgama- 
tions based on experience and consent. 

Under sueh a scheme. there is no reason 
why the Southern Borough development should 
be delayed. There is ne teason why Rath- 
mines and Pembroke should not at once unite 
either with each other or with the City. Such 
developments would merely simplify the work 
of the Commission and expedite the achieve- 
merit of its ultimate purpose. 

incidentally, the whole cost of ‘the Com- 
mission for many years would probably be a 
fraction of the expenditure almost inevitably 
involved if the Corporation proceeds with a 
strenuously opposed Parliamentary Bill and is 
forced to face another heavy pension-list for 
officials who may elect, or be compelled, to 
retire from the almost innumerable offices 
which they now enjoy. Not only money, but 
time would be saved. The.Commission could 
begin effective work in as-many months, as 
years would be required to reorganise the 
complicated mass of offices and officials now 
controlled by. the ten local bodies which it is 
proposed to abolish.

TOUR OF THE SEINE.

Mr. Asguith.

The Queen. Elizabeth this morning led two 
noble divisions of battleships out of Portland 
Harbour into the misty and Choppy, sea. They 
included the Resolution, the Revenge, the 
Royal Sovereign, and the Malaya; the 
Farham and Warspite, together with a num- 
ber of light cruisers and destroyers. 

On leaving the harbour the ships spread 
out. The previous day another part of the 
flotilla bad left Portland, including half a 
dozen submarines of the L Class. They were 
bound for the Mediterranean on a spring 
cruise, 

On leaving the: harbour the submarines 
hegan to carry out an attack upon the battle 
fleet en route, and it was during these opera- 
tions that. the disaster occurred. 

The submarine, which was submerged, 
came up underneath the front of H.M.S. 
Resolution. 

The spot was at once marked, and the 
rews of the disaster wirelessed to Portland 
Harbour. The Moredale, a raising lighter, 
at once left the harbour, having: taken divers 


marine parent ship. She left assisted by two 
“PP” boats, with hydrophones and other 
apparatus. 

About ten minesweepers also left for the 
spot to drag for the sunken submarine. 

I understand that after the L 24 had sunk 


as would be expected if she had been cut in 
two, but experts say that the rough sea 
might easily have dispersed any such appear- 
AN ces. 

The Resoiution returned to Portland Harbour 
tt about 4.50 this afternoon, and divers at 
once went down to examine her bottom. The 
submarine has enough oxygen to last from 
24 to 48 hours if the air chambers are intact. 
She has also bulkheads, but it is feared that 
the Resolution may have ripped her in two, 
or that her propellers may have cut her up. 

After the disaster the rest of the fleet, 
which nuthbered 350 or 40 cruisers, battleships, 
and destrovers, together with five submarines, 
continued their voyage. 

The ‘*P”’ hoats are using hydrophones 
in order to listen for any signalling. 

They. possess sensitive microphones which 
can pick up the sound of engines under water, 
or any knocking on the hull of the submarine 
be the imprisoned crew, if they are still 
alive.

The latest,reports here to-night are that the 
I, 24 has Ween located about 11 miles S.W.

A WAR EXPLOIT. 
COMMANDER’S ESCAPE UNDER 
FIRE IN 1915. 


The L 24 was in command of Lieutenant- 
Commander Paul L. Eddis, a well-known sub- 
marine officer, who saw considerable war ser- 
vice. A son of the Rev. J. E. Eddis, fo. merly 
Vicar bf Holy Trinity, Ryde, Isle of Wight, 
he was interned in mmark for a tong time 
during the war following his service in the 
E13, which made history in a memorable ex- 
ploit off the Danish coast in August, 1915. 

Mr. Eddis was then a junior officer, under 
Lieutenant-Commander Layton. E 13, having 
grounded during the early hours of an August 
morning, two Danish torpedo boats stood ‘by 
and gave her 24 hours to get clear. Subse- 
quently, while she was still aground, German 
war vessels approached, and shelled her. The 
submarine took fire fore and aft, and while 
she was burning the commander gave orders 


her owing to her being aground. Fifteen 
British sailors were killed. The remainder 
were interned.

THE COURSE, 

These two prominent racing motorists, who 
have taken part in international] road races in 
many countries, would have declared the 
Phenix Park circait to bé unreservedly the 
best in the world but for the fact that it has 
not the ideal length.

Another two miles would have 
made it perfect. ? 

The course begins at the Gough Monument,

TWO CARDIFF STEAMERS 
WRECKED. 

In a strong easterly gale the steamer Fell- 
side, 872 tons, Bordeaux for Swansea, with 
pitwood, has gope on the rocks near Oxwich 
Bay, by the Mumbles. The crew of fourteen 
took to the ship’s boat, but one man, named 
O'Brien, of Cardiff, fell mto the sea and was 
drowned. The remainder, after losing their 
bearings in a heavy migt, reached the shore. 
The Mumbles lifeboat went out to the ship, 
and the master and- chief mate returned to 
the vessel when the tide went down. It is 
feared that she will become a total wreck. 

The Cardiff steamer, -Spurnpoint, Coleraine 
for Liverpool, with potatoes, struck the rocks 
between Peel and Fleswick. during a blizzard 
yesterday morning. The crew got ashore over 
the bows, and the vessel then floated off. and 
has not yet been found. A steamet, how- 
ever, reported that it had seen a ship off the 
Calf of Man, evidently in distress. 

The owners have received a wireless 
message from the master of the steamer, City 
of Durham, that the ship has sustained con- 
siderable structural damage, and that the 
steering gear was temporarily disabled, but 
that it was proceeding. The City of Durham, 
5.356 tons, was reported on Wednesday to be 
disabled 130 miles off Ushant, and calling 
for assistance, A tug was sent out.

Move 
than once they also illustrate the cardinal 
defects of our own foréign policy—or want of 
foreign policy—as it was in these eventful 
years. They recall instances of indecision, of 
weakness, of divisions not only in Parliament, 
but in the Cabinet occagionally, of frankness 
that was highly indiscreet, and of ignorance 
in high places which are chastening but in- 
structive reading. 

But the cunning of Wilhelmstrasse proved 
far more injurious to Germany than the too 
simple good faith of our most candid ex- 
planations proved to England. We were slow 
to understand the Germans; the Germans 
never understood us: They were confident 
that we Were playing a Machiavellian game, 
as they were, and"onfident that they could 
dupe us at that game. They constructed an 
imaginary policy for us out of their inner con- 
sciousness of what their own policy would 
have been had they stood in our shoes. They 
attributed the worst motives to every action 
of others, because thev knew the motives 
which actuated themselves. They could not 
shake off. the notion that this great trading 
community, whose most obvious and imme- 
diate interest. is peace, was always eager to 
xrovoke a European war, in which it would 
intervene at the right moment, ready to 
swallow the oyster and to leave the com- 


batants the shell.

OLD MAN’S. ESCAPADE. 


PARIS, January 10. 

A message from Roubaix recounts the story 
of an old man who was nearly buried alive 
but escaped that fate, only to be punished for 
his resuscitation. An inhabitant of an alms 
house at Roubaix, he went out for a walk. 
Contrary to the orders which had been given 
him, he spent his time in drinking, and then, 
afraid to return, decided to drown himself. 
When he arrived on the bank of the river, 
however, the cold and his unaccustomed 
libations cauzed a eeizure, and he fell, 
apparently dead, by the riverside. A doctor 
was called, who issued\a certificate of death, 
and the man was taken to the morgue. As 
soon as the Religious Sister in charge sprinkJed 
the first drops of holy water on his forehead 
the supposedly dead man sat up, to the terror 
of the nun, who fled, calling for help. When 
the resuscitated inmate returned to the alms 
house he was punished for. his escapade by 
being forbidden to go out again tor five

It is now possible to give a few more details 
of the assassination of Herr Heing and others 
than was possible last night with an English- 
speaking Separatist standing before me, 
Ebeskehine to cut the telephone comminn.a- 
tion if I uttered a word: against the 
Autonomous Government, an two buily 
ruffians, armed respectively with a rifle and 
naked cutlass, ready to enforce his will. 

The restaurant in which the crme was 
committed was unusually full, and I lad 
noticed earlier in the evening a number of 
well-dressed youths sitting together." Heinz 
was sitting at the table at which, with other 
members of his “ Cabinet,’” he was accustomed 
to take his place about nine o'clock every 
evening, after dinner, and drink wine. . 

The previous hight three other Cabinet 
Ministers had been sitting with him, but 
vesterday the other persons at his table were 
friends, not Ministers 

In the coming and going of waiters and 
guests, no one noticed the entrance of two 
or three men, who walked straight up to 
Heinz’s table and fired. Other youths ap- 
peared to shoot at the same time. 

Some ten to fifteen shots in all were fired. 

Heinz sprang up, turned om his heels, and 
dropped back dead. The other two men at 
his table fell forward, with blood streaming 
from their heads. One would obviously never 
move again, though he still breathed. ‘he 
other, after a time, rose, protesting with 
astonishing calmness, despite a terrible 
wound, that he was a complete stranger. 

Shortly afterwards another man tottered 
into the room, his head streaming with blood, 
crying feebly “ Help.” Apparently, the fear 
of becoming involved kept every German 
motionless, and it was left to me to support

a When I returned to the hotel a strange 
civilian demanded my pass, remarking, .

"He also stated that a French Press pass 
was of no importance. ‘ That has nothing to 
do with the Autonomous Government. 

I succeeded in making him produce some 
kind of authority before showing my pass-

Officer, caught sight of me, and shouted, “I 
have seen you before, my friend, at our head- 
quarters.” 

I had not been there, but he had seen me 
only twenty minutes before, when I begged 
for his help to move the dying man in the 
restaurant, so that he should not be left to 
stifle in his own blood. 

Though he had been present during the 
shooting, Eber sullenly refused his help, and 
clung to my arm, whimpering, “ Stay with 
me, Lieber Herr, for God's sake. 

Since he was: too terrified either to leave 
the room with me or to release my arm, I 
had to shake him off forcibly. Now, in the 
presence of his troops, he was bold enough.

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MILL COLLAPSES. | 


FOUR WORKERS KILLED 
IN BRADFORD DISASTER 


-“ 


A disaster reminiscent of the Newlands Mill 
disaster in Bradford in 1882, when 54 lives 
were lost, occurred in Bradford yesterday 
morning, when the upper floor of a spinnihg 
mill in Wharf street, occupied by Messrs. 
Illingworth, Morrie and Co., worsted spinners, 
collapsed, heavy masses of machinery crashing 
through the floors beneath, and carrying with 
them many work people who were uried 
under the wreckage. : 

One woman, Mrs Mary Ann Edmondson, a 
widow, who was the sole support of seven young 
children. was killed, and it is now definitely 
established that three other workers lost their 
lives. Their bodies have not yet been re- 
. covered. They are Francis White, Oliver 
Buxton and Allan Smith 

Seventeen persons were rescued from the 
débrig, more or less seriously injured. It is 
believed that between thirty and forty are 
<till buried. Following the disaster, the scenes 
\@ the vicinity of the mill were heartrending 
ig the extreme. Groans could be heard coming 
from the pile of wreckage, while police, fire- 
men and volunteer helpers feverishly strove to 
render aid to the imprisoned victims. . 

Elizabeth Dawson, of Ripor street, who has 
been employed in the mill for two yeare, and 
who escaped injury, serd that the girl beside 
her suddenty went through the floor. There 
was no warning. The first thing she heard 
was a great noise. For an instant she thought 
it was the machinery “running away,” as it 
sometimes did, but. she soon realised that 
something awful had happened. _ 

The frame next to hers and the irl working 
it went down, and so did others. She was 
paralysed with terror afid ugoted to the epot 
‘os she saw her mates vanish.” She noticed that 
the centre of the floor had gone, but that the 
girls at each end seemed to be safe. 

Several wonderful escapes are reported. One 
man had just left the -building on an errand 
when the collapse occurred. Another man 
was flung down by the débris, but managed to 
get outside the door just in time. A wool 
warehouse man saw the ceiling bulging, and 
rushed from the building as the crash 
occurred. | 

George Baker, a worker in the dyeing room, 
who was treated at the Infirmary for a broken 

"arm ‘and other injuries, told an intgrviewer 
that the first warning he had of anything 
umiss was a fall of plaster, but it was only 
a tmatter of seconds before the floor above 
came down and he was trapped. He threw 
his arms above his head in an effort to pro- 
ae himself, Dut was soon waist high in 
TICKS, 

Joe Bolton, an overseer, said that the floor 
collapsed just in front of his desk. A yard 
further and he would have gone down with 
the rest. When the fall finished he mé 
his way out through a fog of dust. ne 
girl was held for five hours before she could 
be, extricated. . She was found to have a 
broken arm, but was smiling and cheerful as 
she was lifted into the ambulance. 

Doris Blackburn, who was pinned beneath 
some machinery, cried piteously for her 
father, who was sent for on the doctor's 
advice. Dr, Dorothy Heynemann managed 
to climb among the débris and speak words 
of comfort and encouragement to the girl. 

DANGEROUS RESCUE WORK. 

Thousands of persons assembled on the 
snow-covered bank in the neighbourhood of 
the mill, whence they could see the injured 
being carried into the ambulances. Con- 
siderable danger attended rescue work owing 
to thevtiability of a further collapse, but the 
work was gallantly continued. Police, fire- 
men, doctors, nurses, and even the unem- 
ployed. engaged temporarily by the Corpora- 
tion to sweep the snow, entered into th task 
of rescue and worked like Trojans. Scores 
of business men placed their motor cars at 
the disposal of the rescue workers for 
ambulance purposes. 

A semi-official statement on behalf of the 

firm yesterday evening said that in all there 
were 450 employés at the mill, comparatively 
few of whom were involved in the disaster. 
It. is estimated that there weuld only be five 
women and girls on the part of the top floor 
affected, on the first floor from nine to twelve, 
while on the ground floor all men of that 
department were either in other parts of the 
building at the time, or managed to escape. 
In the basement, where the dYeing vats were 
situated, all the workpeople got clear, with 

le exception of two contractors’ labourers, 
a joiner: and: a mason. The latter, named 
Tom Mathers, surprised the army of rescuers 
by saddenly clearing himself and ‘coming up| 
the ladder. :

LETTER FROM MR. BARRY. 

At the beginning of the meeting, over 
which the Lord Mayor presided, the Secretary 
intimated that he had received a letter from 
Mr. Barry, who had been ordered away by 
his medical advisers for a rest and change. 
Some of the Labour members objected to 
the letter being read, and Alderman Wijliam 
O'Brien proposed that it should be put back 
until Mr. Barry was in attendance He had 
something to say about Mr. Barry's treat- 
ment of him, and he preferred to say those 
things to Mr. Barry’s face. 

Some discussion on the point followed, and 
Mr. William Field pointed out that it was 
customary to read the retiring chairman’s 
letter. 

The motion to have the consideration of the 
letter adjourned was rejected by the Board, 
and the Secretary then read the communi- 
cation. , ; 

In the course of it Mr. Barry stated that 
the past two years had been very trying and 
difficult ones for business men in general. 
For the Port they had not been less difficult. 
With regard to the matters concerning the 
last year, the outstanding features were the 
closing of the Port to live stock shipments, 
owing to cattle disease in Great Britain, and 
the dockers’ strike, both of which fell with 
undiminished severity on the cross-Channel 
trade. Of the first-mentioned trouble no 
man could see the end, and the prospect was 
dismal, indeed. 

The dockers’ strike, which had, happily, 
terminated, had been prejudicial’ to the 
interests of everyone, and especially so to 
the Port by diverting traffic through other 
channels. The effects of the strike were seen 
in the amount of tonnago entering the Port, 
which showed a reduction of 137,954 tons in 
the cross-Channel trade as compared with 
1922. The overseas trade had not been 
affected to the same degree, and notwith- 
standing the Labour troubles the returns 
showed an increase of 20,380 tons in foreign 
trade. The Board had for a number of years 
expended large sums to encourage foreign 
trade. and it should be « matter of deep 
gratification to the Board that their enter- 
prise was being-rewarded. He had no doubt 
that in a short time the trade diverted 
through the strike would return to its normal 
channel—the Port of Dublin. 

A NEW INDUSTRIAL SITE. 

The maintenance work of the Board had 
been carried on steadily through the year. 
The development of the lands which the 
Board had reclaimed from the sea was pro- 
ceeding apace. Members were aware that

HE COMPANIES’ ATTITUDE. 

In a statement to a Press representative 
last night, Mr. G. Moore assistant 
secretary of the Associated Society, who is 
acting in the absence of Mr. J. Bromley in 
the provinces, said :—' We have received a 
letter from the railway managers in reply to 
our communication of the 8th, in which they 
state that they would prefer to meet our 
Executive to-morrow to go into the situation. 
At the same time they intimate that they 
cannot see their way at present to depart 
from the award, They are willing to meet the 
Union in order to clear up any misunder- 
standings and to talk over the position. We 
have to-night wired to Mr. Bromley to return 
to London to take part in to-morrow’s con- 
ference.”’ 

Questioned as to the exact date on which 
the award may be brought into operation, Mr. 
Moore replied—“ The beginning of the third 
week of this month—presumably the 23rd 
inst. The difficulty is that the railway com- 
panies do not pay wages at the end of the 
week. Some companies pay on Wednesday, 
others on Thursday, and some on Friday. . lf 
the companies attempt to put the award as it 
stands into operation, our arrangements for 
resisting the changes are complete. All our 
branches have been warned to make the neces- 
sary preparations for action if called upon.

HORNLESS CATTLE. 


Thirty head of cattle were sent from Dub- 
lin to uglas by the steamer Yarrow, but 
owing to the gale the ship could not land 
the animals at the Isle of Man port, and 
they were taken on to Silloth.

Silloth is an affected area, and as. the 
Yarrow’s cattle had been fed on local hay, 
there was a danger that they had been in- 
fected, so the Douglas authorities refused to 
allow the animals to land.

FARMERS’ GLOOMY

Problems confronting Cheshire farmers were 

fully discussed at the annual meeting of the 
Chester Branch of the Farmers’ Union yes- 
terday. 
Mr. Thomas Bate, the newly-elected Chair- 
man, said that the prospect was appalling 
and called for deep thought. Where was the 
money coming from to meet rent and rates, 
with shippons empty, fields empty, and stock- 
yards full of useless produce? 

Mr. ,John Done, the county delegate to 
headquarters, referred to the split in the 
union ranks resulting on the decision to con- 
tinue the slaughter policy. He advocated 
action to persuade the Government to com- 

nsate farmers for the loss of business, and 
or perishable produce left on their hands. 
There must be a close inquiry into the 
methods adopted by the Ministry in dealing 
with initial outbreaks. They must be in a 
position to cope with future outbreaks, to 
prevent a repetition of the outbreak. 
Slaughter was only justified by the quickest 
possible disposal of affected beasts. A 
national fund should be formed to assist far- 
mers to re-stock. 

Mr. Rowe Morris advised the formation of 
a valuation panel to prevent unfair valuations. 

Increased facilities ‘or bacteriological re- 
search was advocated by Mr T. B. “ooke. 


GRASS SICKNESS AMONG 
HORSES. 


At a meeting of the Highland and Agricul- 
tural Society, Dr. Tocher, consulting chemise, 
Aberdeen, reported that as the result of pre-: 
ventive lodenlntiont experiments the mortality’ 
from the mysterious grass sickness amony 
horses would be largely reduced by a process 
of_immunisation in the early spring. The 
cause of the disease is to be explored by 
workers with Sir Stewart S:ockm.n.

FREE STATE RAILWAY: 
STATISTICS. 


FIGURES FOR THE YEAR 1922. 

The financial and statistical returns of the 
railway companies in the Irish Free State for 
the year l have been published. There are 
80 large pages of tabulated figures. 

Readers may learn from it the correct re- 
ceipts of the companies for every mile travelled 
by their trains, and worked out to decimal 
fractions, too. They will also be able to 
assert without fear of contradiction that at 
the end of a very bad year for locomotives 
there were 854 railway steam engines in use 
in the twenty-six counties and that the rail- 
ways used up 270,534 tons of coal and 976.272 
pints of lubricating oil. It is also interesting 
to learn that the highest number of loco- 
motives out on the road on one day was 575. 

The general public will also learn from the 
document that in 1922, the year of organised 
é war’? on the railways, the total number of 
ticket-purchasing passengers carried was 
16.184,973, an increase from 1921 of 48,425. 
Of the grand total, there was an increase of 
359.808 first class, of 210,213 third class, and 
a decrease of 314,472 “ workmen’s.”’ 

In these days of electricity, when the elec- 
trification of railways is so much in the air, 
there are only eleven electrically-propelled 
railway coaches in the Saorstat, those on the 
Hill of Howth line. To run these the cost in 
1922 was £7,124, of which £1 was paid for 
lubricants.

T.P’S HINT TO THE 
WOMEN M.P.’S, 


ONE SPEECH ON IRELAND 
ENOUGH FOR 40 YEARS 


TALK ABOUT HATS, 


Speaking at a dinner which was given lasé 
night at the Restaurant Frascati, London, te 
women members of Parliament, who were re 
turned at the last General Election, Mr T. P. 
O'Connor advised the new women Parlia 
mentarians not to be extravagant about 
speeches. He lived, he announced, amidst 
laughter, oa one speech about Ireland for over 
forty years. i 

Dr. Christine Murmll presided, and of the 

eight, ladies who were successful at the poll 
seven were present. The celebration was 
arranged by the Women's Election Com. 
mittee, and the company numbered upwards 
of two hundred and fifty. 
Responding to the toast of “ Our Guests— 
the Women Members of Parliament,” Vis- 
countess Astor said—When I was in the House 
by myself I was often sorely tried and 
humbled, because it was always humbling to 
be somewhere you are not wanted; and no 
one could say that they really wanted women 
in the House of Commons. I will, however, 
say of the men. in the House of Commons 
this, that they behaved with what Henry James 
called ‘‘dauntless decency.’” (Laughter and 
cheers. ) 

Mrs Wintering, M.P., related that in the 
Lobby of the House of Commons she had 
heard members discussing one of the women 
M.P.’s. One said, *‘What is she like ” 
“Oh,” replied the other, ' not much to Jook 
at.” (Laughter.) She hoped that the day 
would soon come when women's politics were 
more important to their fellow-members than 
their looks or dress. (Cheers.) 

Mrs. Hilton Philipson, when she rose to 
reply to the toast, held up a bunch of lilies 
of the valley, and “read an inscription on the 
card which accompanied them. It had, she 
said, been handed to her as she entered the 
building. The inscription read: “ From. Nellie, 
the Piccadilly flower girl, to Mrs. Hilton 
Philipson, M.P.'” Mrs. Philipson explained 
that when she was on the stage she frequently 
bought flowers from Nellie, who sold them 
in Piccadilly Circus, and on occasions when 
she had had no money to buy them, Nellie 
and the other girls had given them to her. 

Miss Margaret Bondfield, M.P., said that 
the pioneers of women’s suffrage had reason 
to be proud of; that moment.

THE POST-GLACIAL PERIOD. 


“The Post-Glacial Geology of the Dublin 
District ” was the title of a paper read by Mr. 
J. de W. Hinch at a meeting of the Naturalists’ 
Field Club at the Royal Irish Academy, 
Dawson street, Dublin, last night. The chair 
was occupied by Mr. C. B. Moffat. 

The lecturer described the roeky outline of 
the Dublin district before the Tee Age. The 
coast-line, he said, had been carved out bv 
the action of the waves, and Bray Head and 
the Dublin Mountains had already taker on 
their present form. The great central plain 
had almost. heen reduced to its present level, 
and the bed of the Liffey was at least sixty 
feet belowe the level of the present-day water- 
mark. Having referred to the boulder clays, 
sands and gravel laid down by the glaciers, 
the lecturer dealt with the formation of the 
valleys through which the Dodder, Liffey and 
Tolka had carved their way. 

The old forest lands of Ireland, which are 


‘| now submerged beléw sea level, around the 


Irish coast were discussed. The depth of the 
sea was not great, and deposits laid down in 
its waters were of the hr water type. 
With the formation of the present beaches 
the geological outline, as moulded and carved 
by the forces of nature, came to an end; but 
in Dublin Bay itself the work of man had 
instituted a series of important changes. 

The annual report of the Club was sub- 
mitted by the Honorary Secretary. It stated 
that the membership was now 89, excluding 
two honorary members.
